WOMAN TRIEa T0
oHOOT FIANGEE
INCOURT TRIAL

Tragedy Averted in Norfolk
Hearing When *‘Victim"’
Grabs Weapon.

NORFOLK, Va., Dec, 7.—8ald to be
in love with the man on whose account
she once attempted suicide, and en-
raged because he had neglected her
for more than a week, Mrs. Nora
Jackson, twenty-one years old, yes-
terday staged a near-tragedy in front
of police court when she drew a pistol
and attempted to shoot Joe L. White.

Weapon Is Selzed.

She pulled the .l.rlmr. but White
selzed the weapon, and when the ham
mer fell, his thumb caught it, Before
1 mecond effort could be made to shoot,

the pistol wgs wrested from Mrs.
Jackson's grasp and she was placed
under arrest.

It was the same pistol with which
she shot herself nine months ago as a
result of a quarrel with White, she
said at the time.

Mrs. Jackson was at court tc tes-
tify against & hite, who had been ar-
rested on a warrant sworn out by her,
charging assault and accusing him of
drugging her.

With her mother, Mrs. E. T. Allen,
she was standing on the ridewalk,
while White, with his attorney, J. L.
Mitchell, was t1alking to friends in the
lobby of the court. BSuddenly, Mrs.
Inekson sald she wanted to talk to
“Joe." Against his own wishes, White
igreed to see her when asked to do so
by the lawyer.

Aimed It at Heart.

As White reached the young wom-
an, she pulled the pistol from her
cloak pocket and aimed it at White's
heart.

Andrew BStephens, inspector of the
health department, and Detective J.
W. Willilams, who were standing near,
mwmped to the ald of White and suc-
coeded in wresting the pistol from
Mre. Jackson.

She was taken into headquarters by
Sergeant Moore and Detectives Lidek
and Williams. She collapsed nus
charges of carrying a concealed
weapon and attempting to shoot White
were entered ugainst her,

Because of the condition of Mrs.
Jackson, the case against White was
continued by Justice Simmons until
today, when Mra. Jackson also will be
arralgned.

It was learned from Mitchell that
Mra. Jackson was at his office Mon-
day afternoon in an effort to have the
warrant against White withdrawn.
fhe told the attorney she hoped to
marry Joe us soon as she had her free-
dom. BShe said they had a quarrel and
Joe gave her something to drink that
put her to sleep.

NATIONALISTS

Radical Preparations Made to
Stifle Independence Declara-
tion on Dec. 26.

Dispatches received here today in-
dicate the British authorities in India
are about to launch two campaigns
—one based at Calcutta, and the
other at Bombay—to attempt to stifle

scheduled declaration of independence
on December 26, Sailendra N. Ghose,
director of the American commission
to promote self.government in Indla,
announced in a statement issued to-

Y.

“Most significant is the reported
removal of Earl Reading, viceroy of
India, from Delhi to Caleutta, the
old capital,” Mr. Ghose said. “For
many years Calcutta has been the
center of the Nationalist party, and
it 18 from that city and other sec-
tiona of Bengal that many of our
present leaders have been drawn.
For weveral weeks British troops
have been concentrating in Calcutta
and Bombay, and my latest advices
are that there are more than 150,000
European and native, In the former
city and at least half that many in
and around Bombay.

“The Prince of Wales is scheduled
to arrive in Calcutta Christmas Eve
and the Nationalist leaders have or-
dered a hartal to start on that day
and continue during his entire visit,
as a mark of protest. Earl Read-
ing has threatened ‘firm measures’
to suppress hartals and counter-dem-
onstrations to the official reception
to the prince, and scores of promi-
nent Nationalists have been arrested
within the last two weeks in the
ho‘pe of intimldating the masses.

“That plan will fail, just as it has
failed in Bombay and in every other
city the prince has visited, his prog-
ress through India being marked by
a series of hartals, which are gen-
eral strikes, not cnly of the em-
ployes, but of the employers, too, all
business activity being stoppad for
designated periods.

“Jt is the British hope that hy
throwing the leaders Into jail th=
declaration of the federated republic
of India on December 26 can be pre-
vented. How vain that hope Is !s
attested by the fact that in the lasi
two ~¢a:s, In Bengal alone, more
thar. 2,000 young patriots have died
in prison rather than renounce their
allegiance to the XNartionalist cause.
How many thousands are still in jall
1 do not know, out for every one
fnearcerated ten, a hundred, will rise
to take his place. Tha movement
has gone too far to he throttled by
filling the prisons, and if England
resists the will of the people to be
free, then it will be a fight te a
finish."

According to Mrs. Webster, she was
returning from a nearby store with
groceries about 6:15 a. m. yesterday
when she was accosted by a man, who
demanded money. She renlied that
ghe had ng money, but told the man
he could have the groceries if he was
hungry. The woman's assallant
thrust his hand into her pocket,
evidently in search of a purse. Find-
ing none, he threw the contents of a
vial of sulphuric acid in her face.
